GENEEAL  PEOVISION  OF  HEALTH  SEEYICES. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local 
Authority  or  by  the  County  Council. 

1.  Tuberculosis. — The  County  Sanatorium  at  Eay- 
well  is  aAmilable  tor  patients,  but  the  supply  of  beds  is 
too  small  and  there  is  often  delay  in  getting  patients 
admitted. 

2.  Maternity. — Cases  of  labour  requiring  operative 
treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Hull  Eoyal  Inhrmary  at  a 
charge  of  two  and  a half  guineas  a week.  One  case  was 
admitted  for  Caesarean  Section  last  year.  There  are  no 
beds  available  for  normal  labours  except  at  the  Poor 
Law  Institution. 

3.  Children. — The  Beverley  Cottage  Hospital  takes 
in  cases  of  pneumonia,  infantile  diarrhoea,  and 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  by  arrangement  with  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  ;_a  charge  of  one  guinea  a week 
is  payable  in  cases  where  the  parents  are  not  able  to 
defray  the  cost. 

4.  Fever. — At  present  the  Council  has  three  beds  at 
the  East  Hiding  Hospital  at  Driffield,  but  negotiations 
are  now  proceeding  for  the  admission  of  the  Borough  as 
a constituent  authority  of  that  hospital.  In  that  case 
beds  will,  at  last,  be  available  for  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria  and  typhoid. 

5 cases  were  removed  to  Driffield  during  the  past 
year. 

5.  Sinall-pox. — There  is  a Small-pox  Hospital 
which  can  accommodate  S patients.  It  is  the  property  of 
tlie  Corporation,  and  is  situated  in  Queensgate,  a short 
distance  outside  the  Borough. 

0.  Other. — Besides  the  Beverley  Cottage  Hospital, 
Ihe  iowi)  is  also  servmd  by  the  Hull  Eoyal  Infirmary  and 
Ihe  Victoria  Children’s  Hospital. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  cases.  This  is  provided  ])y  the 
Hospiial. 

(d)  Aon-infectious  cases.  There  is  a motor 
amhulaiice  provided  by  the  lied  Cioss  Society,  and  kept 
in  the  town  under  ihe  care  of  the  County  Council.  Two 
liand  ambulances  are  also  maintained  by  the  Watch 
Ccommittee. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Maiernity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  the 
School  Clinic  are  situated  in  the  same  building  in  Lord 
Ixoherts  Load.  The  building  is  the  property  of  the 
Council,  and  is  well  equipped. 

The  Countj'  Council  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in 
Itegister  Square  is  ciuite  near  to  the  Clinic. 

The  Centre  tor  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  is 
provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the  Hull  Royal 
Infirmaiy,  but  will  shortly  be  closed.  The  one  provided 
b^'  the  Hull  City  Council  will  then  be  available  for 
county  patients.

The  Beverley  Town  Aursing  Association  maintains 
one  trained  nurse,  and  the  Corporation  subscribes  10 
guineas  a year  to  it.  Her  services  are  available  for 
cases  of  measles. 
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Midwives. 

Tliere  are  tliree  certificated  midwives  practising  in 
tlie  Borongfi.  No  subsidy  is  paid  by  tbe  Council,  The 
supply  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  population. 

Chemical  Work.

SANITAEY  CIECUMSTANCES. 

Water. 

The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  derived  from  the 
Waterworks,  which  are  owne'd  by  the  Corporation  and 
situated  on  the  West  side  of  Westwood,  and  also  from 
numerous  public  and  private  pumps  scattered  throughout 
the  town. 
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Tlie  number  of  liouses  wliicli  take  their  supply  from 
the  Waterworks  is  2,40o,  as  (‘ompared  with  2,124  in  1920, 
and  2,345  in  1924.  Tlie  quantity  of  water  supplied 
diiriup'  the  year  was  209,832,100  gallons.  The  quantity 
has  been  ample  and  the  (piality  excellent.  Samples  have 
been  regularly  submitted  for  analysis  and  [)acteiiological 
examination,  and  have  been  satisfactory  in  every  respect, 
showing  that  the  system  of  filtration  laid  down  in  1911 
is  most  efficient,  and  that  the  water  is  free  from 
contamination  at  its  source. 

Three  samples  from  private  pumps  were  examined 
and  returned  as  satisfactoiw. 

Of  the  IS  samples  from  public  pumps  sent  for 
analysis.  11  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory,  4 unsatis- 
factory, and  3 suspicious.  One  public  pump  was  closed 
during  the  year  and  a stand-pipe  erected  in  its  place. 

Eiyeus  axd  Streams. 

The  pollution  of  the  Beck  which  was  so  marked  has 
now  ceased. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

Out  of  a total  of  4,111  closets  in  the  Borough,  1,880 
are  privies  with  fixed  receptacles,  880'  are  privies  with 
movable  receptacles,  and  1,351  are  water-closets 
During  the  year  47  privies  have  been  converted  into 
water-closets.  Since  1920,  338  privies  with  fixed 
receptacles  have  been  converted  to  water-closets.  No 
definite  policy  has  yet  been  adopted  with  regard  to  con- 
version with  a view  to  the  ultimate  abolition  of 
insanitary  types  of  privy  accommodation.  A scheme 
was  adopted  by  the  Health  Committee  in  1920,  but  was 
not  carried  by  the  Council. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  carried  out  entirely  by  contractors,  the  total 
cost  for  the  year  being  £‘1,585.  The  carts  used  can 
scarcely  be  said  to  be  all  that  one  could  desire.  No 
refuse  is  deposited  within  the  Borough  witliout  the 
special  consent  of  the  Council. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  necessity  for  diverting  sewage  and  trade  waste 
discharge  from  Beverley  Beck  having  been  obvious  for 
some  time,  the  following  works  were  carried  out  in  1922 
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and  1923  with  the  object  of  dealing  more  effectually  with 
the  sewage  and  trade  discharges  of  the  Town  by  diversion 
from  the  Beck,  and  thus  preventing,  as  far  as  practicable, 
further  pollution. 

A 21  inch  cast  iron  main  sewer  was  constructed,  at  a 
lower  level  than  the  old  outfall  sewer,  from  the  Outfall 
Works  to  Potter  Hill,  where  the  existing  Town  system  of 
seAvers  connect,  and  Avliere  the  discharge  pipes  from  the 
Tannery  and  the  Glue  Works  are  also  connected.  An  over- 
flow chamber  was  constructed  at  this  point  with  a weir  so 
arranged  that  when  the  main  sewers  from  the  Town  were 
floAving  fully  charged,  the  new  21  inch  sewer  would  con- 
vey to  the  Works  a volume  equal  to  a rate  of  4 million 
gallons  per  day,  or  six  times  the  estimated  dry  weather 
floAA^  of  sewage,  and  twice  the  flow  of  trade  wastes,  as 
estimated  in  April,  1920. 

The  pipe  connecting  the  Tannery  and  Glue  Works 
Avith  the  public  seAA^er  has  been  duplicated  by  a new  drain 
constructed  at  a loAver  level  for  this  from  these  AVorks  to 
the  Main  Sewer  at  Potter  Hill;  tanks  for  equalising  the 
flow  being  provided.  The  new  arrangement  ensures 
that  the  trade  discharges  from  the  Tannery  and  Glue 
Works  Avill  pass  direct  to  the  Outfall  AA'orks  eA^en  when 
an  overflow  is  occasioned  by  an  excess  of  storm  water 
floAv  in  the  main  sewer. 

The  original  21  inch  outfall  sewer  from  Potter  Hill 
to  the  SeAvage  AVorks  has  been  retained  as  a storm  water 
sewer,  discharging  near  the  AVorks,  and  dealing  with 
any  excess  of  storm  Avater  OA^er  the  4 million  capacity  of 
the  new  main  seAver. 

At  the  Disposal  AA^orks,  a deep  level  pump  well  was 
constructed,  with  suitable  screens,  the  Pumping  Station 
reconstructed,  and  pumping  machinery  capable  of  deal- 
ing witli  the  full  dry  Aveather  flow  installed.  This  new 
plant  consists  of  tAA^o  38  h.p.  gas  engines  and  four  9in. 
centrifugal  pumps. 

The  storage  capacity  of  the  Disposal  Works  has 
been  considerably  increased,  and  additional  sedimenta- 
tion tanks  constructed,  which,  with  the  existing  tanks, 
as  altered,  provide  storage  accommodation  for 
approximately  1^  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  capacity  of  the  outlet  pipe  from  the  tanks  to  the 
Diver  Hull  has  been  increased  by  an  18  inch  cast  iron 
pipe  laid  alongside  the  old  one.  The  delivery  into  the 
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River  lias  been  altered  to  a point  loAver  doAvn  stream  and 
well  into  the  enrrent,  eltecting*  an  iniprovement  over  the 
old  arrangement,  in  which  the  outlet  to  tlie  River  Avas  in 
“ dead  ” water  at  the  Reck  Ijock  Gates.

Considerable  progress  bas  beeta  made  since  1920  with 
the  Corporation  Scheme  for  the  erection  of  166  houses 
on  the  Grovehill  Road  site.  118  of  these  houses  are 
already  occupied,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  th^  remainder 
will  be  completed  shortly.  This  will  not  satisfy  the 
demand,  and  will  not  allow  of  any  steps  being  taken  to 
prevent  overcrowding  in  the  smaller  houses,  or 
to  enable  us  to  deal  with  those  dwellings  which  are 
obviously  unfit  for  habitation  and  incapable  of  being 
made  so  except  at  a prohibitive  cost  to  the  owner. 

Since  Mr.  Tarbotton’s  appointment  a systematic 
inspection  of  houses  under  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts  has  been  commenced,  and  good  progress 
bas  been  made.  One  does  not  expect  it  to  be  very 
popular  with  the  owners  of  the  smaller  cottage  property, 
but  where  difficulties  are  met  the  support  of  the  Com- 
mittee will  be  sought.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPEEVISION  OE  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

No  licences  have  yet  been  granted  for  the  vsale  of 
Milk  under  special  designations.  A few  dealers  deliver 
milk  in  bottles,  but  the  greater  part  of  the  milk  con- 
sumed in  the  town  is  delivered  by  hand  by  means  of  cans. 
35  formal  samples  were  taken,  and  7 of  these  were  found 
to  be  unsatisfactoiy,  a proportion  which  is  much  too 
great.  Three  convictions  were  obtained  before  the 
Magistrates. 


Meat. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  contagious  disease  amongst 
cattle  during  the  year.  The  dairies,  milkshops  and 
cowsheds  were  regularly  inspected  by  the  Veterinary 
Inspector,  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  con- 
dition. The  Butchers’  Shops  and  Slaughterhouses  were 
visited  several  times  each  week,  and  the  carcases  of  873 
beasts,  987  sheep,  and  1,193  pigs  inspected.  Out  of  this 
number  19  beasts  were  found  to  be  tuberculous,  and  the 
enfire  carcases  of  13  beasts,  half  carcases  of  2 beasts, 
and  portions  of  4 others  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  as  well  as  the  carcases  of  2 sheep  suffering 
from  septic  pneumonia.

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MATERXITY  AND  CHILI)  WELFARE. 

Durino’  tiie  year  277  births  were  notified,  and  252 
were  visited  by  the  Ilealtli  Visitor.  The  total  number 
of  visits  made  wa,s  1,547.  Of  the  babies  visited  12  were 
found  to  be  bottle-fed  at  the  first  visit. 

206  births  were  notified  by  midwives,  52  by  doctors, 
and  19  by  the  Registrar. 

512  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitor  to 
children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5. 

The  Maternity  Centre  was  open  on  48  occasions, 
and  the  average  attendance  was  48.  The  number  of 
new  cases  was  80,  and  2 babies  attending  thei  Centre  died 
during  the  year. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  113.5,  the  highest 
rate  for  many  years.  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
was  31,  and  of  these  death  was  due  to  congenital 
debility  or  premature  birth  in  14  cases.  There  were 
four  deaths  from  diarrhoea  under  two  years  of  age. 

One  death  was  due  to  puerperal  sepsis,  the  death 
taking  place  at  the  Beverley  Cottage  Hospital. 

There  were  no  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum.
